Tho Hartje divorce case was one of 


the most sensational ever heard here 
and aroused public Interest all over 
the country. It was bitterly contested 
by the attorneys for both sides and it 
took nearly five weeks to finish the 
hearing of testimony which involved 
the allegations on which Hartje filed 
his suit for divorce and the counter 
charges of Mrs. Hartje. 


The gauge of the battle 
was cen- 


tered in the production of a series of 
letters alleged to have been written 
by the wife to Thomas Madine, the 
coachman of the family. For five days 
handwriting experts gave their opin- 
ion on the authenticity of these let- 
ters. During the trial Mr. Hartje and 
John S. Welshons, his friend, together 
with Clifford Hooe, colored, a former 
coachman of Hartje's, were arrested 
on charges of conspiracy.

has authorized Chancellor Von Buclow 
to dissolve the reichstag 
and order 


new elections if the supplementary 
appropriations asked for by the gov- 
ernment are not granted by tho house. 


The question of the relchstag appro- 


priating enough money to keep the 
present army in German Southwest 
Africa in the field is, according to the 
conviction of the government, equiva- 
lent to the question whether the col- 
ony shall be given up, or retained. An 
appeal to the country, if necessary, 
will be made on that issue, the gov- 
ernment's position being that if the 
present garrison of German Southwest 
Africa is reduced from 12,000 to 2,500 
men. 
as the center party and the ex- 


treme left contend should be done, the 
Insurgent natives will obtain posses- 
sion of the colony. 


The chancellor during the day con- 


ferred with the various party leaders 
and told them the government was un-

Former Governor Moses, of 


South Carolina, Dies 


in Poverty. 


Boston, Mass., Dec. 12.—Former Gov- 


ernor Franklin J. Moses, of South Car- 
olina, was found dead in bed yesterday 
in a lodging house at Winthrop Beach, 
gas escaping from a small stove used 
to heat the room having asphyxiated 
him. 
Forty-two years ago he hoisted 


the palmetto flag of South Carolina 
over the ruins of Fort Sumter. having 
been deputed to that work by Governor 
Pickens, whose private secretary he 
then was. He had shortly before grad- 
uated with high honors from college. 
His father was a man of wealth and so- 
cial distinction and a trusted member 
of the judiciary of the state. 


Young Moses served throughout the 


civil war on the confederate side, as 
did his father, and when the war was 
over they both attained positions of in- 
fluence by accepting the reconstruction 
acts and the new order of things in the 
south. The father became a chief jus- 
tice of the supreme court of South 
Carolina and died while holding that 
position. Franklin became a member 
of the state legislature, then speaker 
of the house and subsequently, in 1S70, 
governor. 


Once Rich; Dies Poor. 


There was a time when he had cor.- 


trol of almost unlimited wealth nnd 
lived like an eastern prince. He ended 
his days broken, gray and seedy, eking 
out a slender sirbsistence by his wits. 


The rapidity with which he ran the 


•.vhole gamut of 
personal ambition 


proved his genius. His 
sagacity In 


taking up the cause of the newlv en- 
franchised freedmen at, the close of 
the war was rewarded. As speaker of 
the assembly he engaged in a career of 
corruption, bribery and robbery which 
has had few parallels in the country. 


He levied toll upon every public and 


private legislative 
measure 
"with 


money in it" that required his signa- 
ture. 


He gave away pardons like holiday 


baubles 
Criminals of every descrip- 


tion were pardoned by tolegraph. by 
letter, by verbal orders to jailers and 
with a freedom that promised inimnni 
ty to crime so long as the offender 
owned in Moses a friend. 
His de- 


bauches were Infamous and so disgust- 
ed those who had put him in power 
that his plans for a re-election were of 
no avail. His own wife and family 
were forced to cast him off. 


In Prison for Swindling. 


For a few years he lived in and about 


New York, but his methods of obtalnlnc 
money brought, him Into the grasp of 
the law nnd In JSS2 ho was sent (o the 
penitentiary for six months for swin- 
dling. 


He was next heard of In Detroit, In 


1884. where be was sent to jail for 
swindling Rev. Dr. Reckford. He was 
arrested upon the expiration of his 
sentence on January 27. 1S85, by Bos- 
ton 
officers 
for 
swindling Colonel 


Thomas'Wentworth Higginson of Cam- 
bridge out of $34 under false pretenses 
Other sentences followed and he was 
not. free until 1800. 


Moses attributed his downfall to the 


use of drugs. Before hearing his sen- 
tence in the last case in which he ap 
peared before the court he made a 
statement in which he said: 


"In 1872 when I occupied the posi- 


tion of chief magistrate of one of the 
proudest states in the union. T was 
driven by social ostracism, despite mj 
position and the counsels of men high 
In public life, to seek relief In that 
alone which seemed to be able to give 
rest to a mind ill at. ease—namely— 
to tho use of morphine,. 


Addicted to Opium. 


"From morphine I next took to using 


opium. In fact, in 1S76, the time when 
the republican party, surrendered the 
stato to the opposition. I had become 
so addicted to tho Influence 
of 
the 


drug that T could not live without, it.' 


Then he told of his sojourn in New 


York, where he sank to the lowest, 
depths of degradation.

years he had not been in the public eye

THE CRISIS IN FRANCE. 


HENRY C. PAUL, President, 
CHAS.

In the eventful history ot church 


and state in France there has arisen 
no crisis graver than that which today 
confronts both institutions. 
A ma- 


jority of the citizens of the republic 
were yesterday rendered without a 
formal place of worship according to 
their creed, except by the sufferance 
of the authorities of the state. 
The 


government now has openly arrayed 
against it a powerful religious sect 
which will not rest until It has ob- 
tained a mitigation of imposed condi- 
tions, If not a restoration ot ancient 
privileges. 


For the struggle that must ensue 


no one can foresee an end, but in this 
country students of affairs believe it 
will be peaceful and orderly—a war 
rather of elections than of force, with 
both sides hoping that some comprom- 
ise may be discovered. 
The term 


marked by the separation law for the 
state to hand over the churches to the 
"public worship associations" ended In 
France yesterday. 
Roman Catholics 


have refused and do refuse to form 
such associations 
and, therefore, if 


the government sees fit, it may eject 
all congregations and priests from 
their houses ot worship, nil bishops 
from their houses, all archbishops, all 
cardinals and 
all 
seminarists 
and 


every other religious superior whatso- 
ever. 


There Is a power to give them a 


year's grace, if they decide to form 
such associations, but 
their legal 


right to the property Is gone. All will 
belong absolutely to the state after 
1907, and it matters not how the prop- 
erty was acquired. The law applies 
even to the <!.000 churches built by 
private subscription or bequest, to 
the basllcas of the Sacred Heart In 
Paris and at Lourdos, both built by 
American subscription. 


Tho action which was taken in Paris 


yesterday harlts back to the French 
revolution and the reign of terror. Be- 
fore that time the power and standing 
of the church were unquestioned, but 
on August 4, 1T89, representatives of 
the ciergy surrendered the privileges 
and tithes to the national assembly. 


Jn November of that year all ecclesi- 


astical property was placed at its dis- 
posal, in February of the following 
year monastic vows were suppressed 
and in April the 
Catholic 
religion 


ceased to be the religion of the state. 
The convention, four years later, for- 
mally decreed the separation, of 
the 


church and state, thus depriving the 
schismatic church of all its revenues 
and privileges. 


The revolution ended and with it 


came the consulate. 
Order had been 


restored and the influence of the 
church was again felt. The proscribed 
clergy returned 
to France, 
and in 


Paris, on July 15, 1801, was signed the 
famous Concordat, which remained In 
existence until last year. 


This was signed by the pope and 


Napoleon as equal parties, and set 
forth: First, that the first consul was 
to nominate bishops and the pope»was 
to confer canonical institution; bish 
ops and clergy were to take an oath 
of obedience to the government; the 
bishops were to appoint priests, sub- 
ject to governmental approval, the holy 
nes was not to disturb those, who pur- 
chased property, 
confiscated at the 


time of the revolution; 
the 
govern 


rnent was to guarantee proper salaries 
to bishops and parochial clergy and 
French Catholics to have full power 
ot founding endowments. 


Supplementing 
this were the "or- 


ganic articles" put worth by a jurist 
Portalls, which explained and ampll 
fled the Concordat. 
This provide* 


that no bull, rescript, decree, mandate 
provision or other document from th' 
Vatican waq to be published in France 
without permission 
of 
the 
govern 


ment; no synod, national or diocesan 
ecclesiastical 
assembly 
to be hel< 


without express leave of the govern 
ment, no bishop to quit his -diocesi 
without permission of the head of tin 
state. 


It IB assorted nnd not. contradlctei 


that, the Concordat, with the organ! 
articles, remained the law up to th 


beginning of the present difficulty, al- 
though there had never been full ap- 
proval of and acceptance of the lat- 
ter by the Vatican. 
There were pe- 


riodic differences between the two in- 
stitutions thereafter every decade or 
so; many laws amendatory and ex- 
planatory were passed, but they did 
not affect the general principles and 
were of little effect. 


There was passed in 1SS1 a law of 


public meetings, which has 
been 


brought into the controversy, although 
at the time it had no such purpose. It 
was intended to apply to meetings of 
communists, socialists, and other as- 
sociations, and set forth that every 
public meeting shall be preceded by a 
notice giving the place, the day and 
the hour of the meeting. 
This notice 


had to be signed by two persons at 
least, one of whom had to be n mem- 
ber of the Commune, where the meet- 
ing was to be held. The notice was 
to go to the prefects or the mayors. 


The committee was named so that 


responsible parties might be Imown in 
case of any trouble or disorder, and it 
did not contemplate religious worship. 
Not thereafter did any religious sect 
give such notice nor was it required 
to give. 
The application of the law 


has since been made merely as a com- 
promise measure to preserve the con- 
gregations of the church and this ap- 
plication has been refused. 


THE COUNCIL STANDS FIRM. 


A majority In the city council last 


night stood resolutely by its convic- 
tions upon the 
expansion 
of Fort 


Wayne and voted to annex the east 
side territory It is desired to add to 
the area of the city. The vote fell 
one short of two-thirds of the member- 
ship of the body, and therefore shows 
a lack of one vote necessary to pass 
the measure over the executive veto, 
which Mayor Hosey has announced 
will be applied when the annexation 
measure comes before 
him for ap- 


proval. 
It is to be hoped that when 


the veto Is reported to the council the 
one vote needed will be at hand. The 
council takes a proper view of the 
city's progress. Whatever will con- 
tribute to the growth and augment the 
prestige of Fort Wayne should be con- 
sulted, 
fairly 
and 
seriously. Fort 


Wayne must hold her rank among the 
cities of Indiana. The majority sup- 
porting the annexation measure In last 
night's session of the council deserves 
and will receive the public approba- 
tion.

Dazed by Loss of Sleep, 


Employe Tosses Sacks 


on Wrong Train. 


After postofflce authorities, other 


federal officials and the police depart- 
ment of the Pennsylvania railroad in 
this vicinity had been given several 
varieties of thrills over 
a reported 


mail robbery at Columbia City shortly 
after noon on Tuesday, it developed 
that there had .been no robbery, but 
that the missing mail pouches had 
been dumped upon the platform of the 
wrong train by a railroad employe, 
who was so dazed by loss of sleep that 
he was unaccountable.for his actions. 


Clayton D. Fralich, of Convoy, Ohio, 


a relief agent for the Pennsylvania 
company, was the innocent cause of 
all the hubbub, and the missing 
pouches were located in Fort Wayne 
within a few minutes 
after officers 


had taken the young man into custody 
at Convoy, Ohio, and started with him 
to Fort Wayne. When the story was 
unfolded before' United States Com- 
missioner Logan Tuesday evening he 
promptly discharged Fralich, and offi- 
cials indulged in an embarassed smile 
or two over the fiasco. 


How It All- Happened. 


The mail in question was taken to 


the Pennsylvania station at Columbia 
City shortly after noon Tuesday for 
shipment west on train No. 39, west- 
bound. 
, When eastboundtrain No. SO 


pulled into the station, young Fralich 
was seen to pick up the three mail 
pouches and climb .aboard the train 
with them. A little later the officials 
missed the mail 
pouches, 
and the 


wires were hot with messages to Cap- 
tain Stoll, of the Pennsylvania police, 
Postofflce Inspector Burr and other 
officials. 


Captain Stoll caused the arrest of 


young Fralich at Convoy, O., but hard- 
ly had an officer 
started 
to 
Fort 


Wayne with him when the three miss- 
ing pouches were located 
in Fort 


Wayne, having been taken intact from 
the platform of the smoking car on 
train No. 30 by a mall-handler in this 
city. 


Before Commissioner Logan 
the 


young 
man related a most unusual

Without having had sleep he spent 


Monday familiarizing himself with the 
ticket business at Columbia City, and 
then worked all Monday night. Tues- 
day morning he was ordered back to 
Convoy. When the train arrived in 
Columbia City he says that without 
thinking what 
he 
was 
doing, he 


picked up the three mail sacks antl 
placed them on the platform of the 
smoker of the train which was to car- 
ry him to Convoy. He does not know 
whether he supposed he was placing 
the sacks in the mail car or whether 
he thought he was carrying his over- 
coat, fls he believes ho was walking 
in his sleep at the time. 


After the train had gone some miles 


Fralich discovered that 
he did not 


have his overcoat, anil he remembered 
having left it In the oHlce at Columbia 
City. He stepped off the train a mo- 
ment at Maples, where his brother is 
operator, and telegraphed back about 
his overcoat. His brother asked him 
what ho had been doing, telling him 
that ihe wjres had been carrying a 
story, to the effect that he had stolon 
some mail sacks. Fralich says he did 
not know what his brother meant, but 
there was no time for explanations 
and he again boarded the train for 
Convoy, where, officers 
found him.

of a pound of fat salt pork, put Ir.to a 
deep kettle with one small onion whopycJ 
fine, and cook slowly until the onion is 
pale brown.

LANGUAGE. 


German Archaeologist Stumbles on 


Old Manuscript. 


Berlin, Dec. 12.—A 
discovery of 


great importance to philology and his 
tory has just been made at Cairo by 
Carl .Schmidt, a German savant, who 
Is an authority on the Coptic 
and 


early Christian archaeology of upper 
Egypt. 


-Some Insignificant sheets of parch' 


rnent supposed to be late Coptic man- 
uscripts of small value, were offered 
him for sale. He at once noticed that 
the language was not Coptic. He con- 
cluded from the 
recurrence of the 


word "uru," 
which 
among modern 


Nubians means king, that' the text 
was written in Nubian. This Is a great 
discovery, 
inasmuch as 
Nubian, al- 


though still spoken, long has ceased to 
be a written language. 


As soon therefore as the documents 


can be fully deciphered 
philological 


science will be richer by the knowl- 
edge of the language spoken by the 
inhabitants of Nubia before the inva- 
sion of the Semitic tribes. 


A further 
consequence 
is that it 


probably will be possible to read the 
inscriptions on a large number of an- 
cient 
monuments 
in Egypt 
which 


heretofore have been a mystery.

percentage of men who ran. away from 
military service last year . was 7.4 per 
cent, against G.S per cent In the preced- 
ing year.

German Archaeologist Stumbles on 


Old Manuscript. 


Berlin, Dec. 12.—A 
discovery of 


great importance to philology and his- 
tory has just been made at Cairo by 
Carl .Schmidt, a German savant, who 
is an authority on the Coptic 
and 


early Christian archaeology of upper 
Egypt. 


-Some insignificant sheets ot parch 


ment supposed to be late Coptic man 
uscripts of small value, were offered 
him for sale. He at once noticed that 
the language was not Coptic. He con- 
cluded from the 
recurrence of the 


word "uru," 
which 
among modern 


Nubians means king, that the text 
was written in Nubian. This is a great 
discovery, 
inasmuch as 
Nubian, al- 


though still spoken, long has ceased to 
be a written language. 


As soon therefore as the documents 


can 
\>ti fully deciphered .philological 


science will be richer by the knowl- 
edge of the language spoken by the 
inhabitants of Nubia before the inva- 
sion of the Semitic tribes. 


A further consequence 
is that It 


probably will be possible to read the 
inscriptions on a large number of an- 
cient monuments in Egypt 
which 


heretofore have been a mystery.

MASSACHUSETTS TOWN SINGED. 


Several Business Blocks Burned In 


Warehatn With Heavy Loss. 


WAS LAST SURVIVOR OF 


GENERAL GRANT'S 


WARJTJFF 


Col. G. G. Pride, Man With 


Unusual History, Dies 


at Huntingdon. 


Huntlngton, 
Ind.; Dec. 12.—CoL 


George O. Pride, last surviving mem- 
ber of .the staff of Gen. U. S. Grant 
during the civil war, a man whose life 
had been conspicuous in the service 
of his country, yet of whose early his- 
tory very little was known, was found 
dead In bed in his room at the Eu- 
ropean hotel In this city Tuesday aft- 
ernoon. He was 80 years of age. and 
had spent his fortune and the greater 
portion of his life In the service of his 
country which never repaid him for 
his sacrifice, and death which came 
suddenly made It probable that the 
veil of mystery 
which 
surrounded 


much of the aged man's existence will 
never be penetrated. Though on the 
staff of General Grant, he had never 
held a commission. 


It was shortly after the dinner hour 


Tuesday that the 
investigation was 


made which led to the discovery of 
the death of Colonel PrHe. Peering 
over the transom of his room it was 
seen that a light was burning in the 
room, and another glance revealed the 
form of the aged man lying upon the 
floor. Bursting in the 
door it was 


found that death had ensued some 
hours previously. 


In the room there was nothing that 


would have indicated when he died 
except as be always turned on a light 
to dress at this early hour of the 
morning it was quite likely that it 
was just as he had completed dress- 
ing that he dropped dead. 


Indications were pronounced favor- 


able to death from apoplexy as he 
seemed to have had an abnormal flow 
of blood to the head as the discolora- 
tion of the back portion of the head 
seemed to show this fact. His over- 
coat had been placed partly on when 
the stroke came and he dropped to 
the floor. His face was upturned and 
big hands lay limp across his body. 
When he was found the limbs had be- 
come rigid. He was In a narrow aisle 
between the foot of his bed and a 
trunk. 


Was a Stalwart Figure. 


Those who had known 
the man, 


and there were few In the city who 
had not seen the familiar flguro 
at 


times on the streets as he 
move 3 


with that characteristic southern mil- 
itary carriage, could not help but re- 
mark the change that had taken place 
In the condition of the proud flgure 
that only Monday greeted his friends 
on the streets with the same stiff bow 
that he had always used. From the 
time of his first coming into this city 
about twenty-five years 
ago at the 


time of the building of the Erie rail- 
road; he has made this his headquar- 
ters but has been seen traveling In 
other places until a few years ago 
when he settled down here and re- 
mained. He has been staying at the 
European hotel a'number of years. 
Standing over six feet in his stocking 
feet he was a towering flgure of the 
southern type and even at the age of 
over eighty .years he was as straight 
as a cadet.
